fr. Tillman Hits Back and Tells About
the Farmer's Movemeént—=He Has No
Political Ambition to Snbserve.

Since the publication of my recent
‘open letter to the farmers of the State”
I have heen the recipient of many cour-
tesles from the newspapers and their
correspondents, I am like King Lear.
«The little dogs and all, Tray, Blanch
and Sweetheart. See! they hark at
me.”” I have been accused of nearly
every sin mentloned in the decalogue,
and many others besides, and I doubt if
ever & column of plain and lucid English
has been so variously consirued or had
so many different interpretations put
upon it, There has certainly been a
‘ring”” firing at me, whether there be a
political “‘ring’” in South Carolina or
not—and I seem to bave pinched many
people’s toes of whom I was nofeven
thinking., Such a broadside from politi-
cians and pap suckers has not been
heard in the State in many a long day.
We farmers can now locate the enemy
and govern ourselves accordingly. But
I feel under lasting oblizations to the
gentlemen of the press for so liberally
advertising “a farmer’s convention’
gratis, “The agitation of thought 1s
the beginning of wisdom.” Farmers
need only to think, to wake up, and all
will be well. They are doing this, I
hope and believe, and I am therefore
more than satisfied with the situation.

The firing has almost died away and
things ave growing quiet. But hush,
hark! what deep booming sound is it
that breakes the stillness at this late
honr of the bombardment? “‘Hamburg
Moses,” “‘Moses Tillman,” ‘‘slander~
er,” “crank.” ‘‘dreamer’ and ‘‘dema-
gogue,’” who somehow feels uncusy ab
belng the innocent cause of all this tur-
moil, and who is trying to make out
why a simple suggestion to the farmers
to organize and demand a redress of
grievances should create such a commo-
tion, **Moses” picks himselfup, shakes,
eels for his head, and finding he 18 not
hurt looks aroand to see by whom this
tigir gun’” was fired. There was no
bullet in it, or certamnly field would
have a faneral on her . A burly
form as fat as a porker on official pap,
and as red with impetent rage asa
turkey gobbler, stands ready to claim
that he killed ‘*Cock Robin.” **Moses”
has heen beggmng with tears in his eyes
for some “Richmond” from the agricul-
tural burean to answer his entls
and disprove his facts; but our belated
‘warrior who at this late day appears
upon the scene and fires : the gun it

jgpores arcament, pays no attention to
facts, dishes out abusive epithets like o
fish wife, claims to be the only original
and possible **Aaricultural Moses,” and
winds up with a pitiful appeal to the
farmers and people not to punish him
because he refuses to accept **Moses
Tillman as « leader.”” Oh how these
men who are sucking the public teat be-
gin to squenl when they feel or fear they
are about to lose their hold! 'tis heart-
rending, Col. Lipscomb has oeen nurs-
ing his wrath to keep it warm and it is
certainly very hot, but it does not burn
Moses” hecause he has only told the
truth, and Col. Lipscomb must disprove
the charges of incompetence, extra-
vagance and inattention to duty made
against the board of agriculture before he
can injurc “Moses’ by filnging mud, I
shall not descend into the gutter and
fight this doughty granger with his
chosen weapon. A negro can beat us
both on that line. I prefer decency and
courtesy, although I am accused of
“outraging”’ both, Col. Lipscomp must
prove these charges ’ere they wi fharm
me. I have been severe but parliamen-
tary, and have always attacked the offi-
cial acts of men and not the men them-
selves; and although my words were
thus interpreted by many, I have never
said anything about the State officers
except the agricultural bureau and their
administration. of their trusts, They
are not the “‘ring” to which I alluded,
but may and doutlecs do form a part of
it, and Col. Lipscomb’s ready anger at
the mere suggestion of such a thing
makes one suspect that his conscience
accuses him. *“*The wicked flee when
no man pursueth, but the richteous 1s
bold as a lion,”

I voted for Col. Lipscomb for secreta-
ry of State in the State convention in
1882, and have never denied that his
motives are pure, But the possession
of vilice has strangely eraasculated and
sllenced the sturdy advocate who was
wont to make the welkin ring while he
depicted the wrongs and abuses heaped
on farmers. He spoke for my resolu-
tions aL Bennettsville, but it was with
bated breath and in general terms. He
was mild; and while I have written
nothing since which was assevereas that

We want fewer laws and
ones; we want fewer oflicers and more
eflicient ones; we wanl a government of |
the people by the people and for the
people; and as the people are. by alarge
majority, farmers, farmers have aright
and it is their duotv to govern the State,
and “if this be {reason make the most |
of il.” Such a government does not b_y'

any means imply that oply farmers
ought to hold oflice or that other classes
are to be excluded altogether or impos-
edupon. Orly a dreamer or1diot would
imagine such a thing and only a narrow-
minded. selfish bizot would want it.
The assumption that this movement has
any such object is entirely gratuitous
and only emanates from those who seek
to bamboozle farmers and obscure the
real issue. “*Divide to conquer’”” has
ever been the tactics of our enemies,
and the same old dodge is beinz tried
now. It may succeed buf I hope for
better things,

Col. Lipscomb felt obliged to acknowl-
edge that a farmer’s convention isa right
and proper thingand advocates it, but
he objects to it because he did pot sug-
gest it and cannot **boss it and is silly
enough to say it will be called and con-
trolled, appointed and organized by Mr.
B. B. Tillman. He does me too much
honor. Ihave calledthe convention in
common with thuie who endorsed the
idea and sent me their names. It will
assemble and choose its own officers
and will, I trust, result in great good to
the State and entire people. I will en-
deavor Lo gef; it to adopt some measures
which I deem highly important to our
welfare as farmers; only this and noth-
ing more, and the idea tnat it will be
composed of puppets to be ‘‘bossed”’ by
anybody will I think be only too clearly
disproven when it assembles. ;

1t will be no joint summer meeting of
politicinns to “make a slate.”” Three
will be no “free passes,” and lacking
these two familiar fealures, perhaps
Col. Lipscomb- does well to turn his
back on us, 'Tisa pity, but I suppose
we comimon people must preforce do
without him. Let the farmers of this
State see that good and true men, not
politicians or officc seckers, are sent to
thia convention and it will mark an
epoch 1 the history of South Carolina.
It any county cac find a better man who
is. not & farmer than It can among far-
mers, by all means let the farmers of
that county send him. We want the
brains and patriotism and honesty of the
State to come together and take charge
of it.

This elicited a round
of applanse from the spectators, which
was renewed when shortly atterwards,
Wilson retaliated upon his antagonist’s
shin, The sport then continued without
mterruption, each thud of the iron-toed
shoe upon the quivering flesh being
followed by applause. So it went on
for ten minutes, when Wilson bezan to
show signs of weakening., His kicks
became less vicious and he was unable
to successfully parry Fawcett's blows,
Five minutes later he fell powerless to
the floor and Fawcett stumbicd over
him, The later arose, however, and as
Wilson did not respond to the call of the
referee, Fawcett was declared the win-
ner.

YOUNG MEN OF CAROLINA.

The Prospect and the Power of the Com-
ming Carolinian.

CHARLESTON, March 16.—Nothing
strikes an old South Caroliniun, who
Las returned to his native State after
several years vesidence m other States,
so forcibly as the fact of the vigor and
activity of the young men of the Statc.
Circumstances Emve recently thown me
in many sections of the State, and
every where I have observed that the
young men are coming to the front. I
consider this one of the most hopeful signs
for the tuture of South Caroling. Wich
the young and new seneration in charge
of its affairs, South carolina is destined
te make rapid strides in genuine materi-
al progress. It is a hopeful sign to
notice that this young element does not
despise the wisdom of years, but on all
oceasions blends its active force with the
experience of old men, These young
men do not belong to that class of youth-
ful - politicians, who are continually
meking spo-t of the “‘moss backs.” It
is evident v at there is no movement on
the part of the young men to gain con-
trol of the State, but that they are put
into pnsitions of honor and trust by the
people because their sterling qualities
are appreciated.

My attention was first directed to the
prominence of the young men of South
Carolina by going to the editorial rooms
of the . News and Courier and finding in
the chair, for years so ably filled by that
graceful writer and profound scholar,
Barney Riordan, an active and bright
young. man, who has not yet reached
his twenty-fth year. This young man,
Mr, John L. Weber, reads fhe entire
mass of the exchanges received at his
office, besides managing the State depart-
ment of his paper and doing his share of
editorial work. I wastoldin Charleston
that Mr. Weber is one of the best
equipped journahst of the South, and 1t
as much noted for his popularity as for
his ability. Gen. Hemphill, who is
manager of the News and Courier in
the absence of the editor-in-chief, 18 a
young man, and one of the leaders of
progrossive thought in the South, There
are other quill drivers in_the State who
are making reputations for themselves,
and doing good work for the State.
Among these are the vigorous Jones, of
the Spartanburg Herald. The clear and
witty Williams, of the Greenville News,
the courteons McSweeny, of the Hamp-
ton Guardinn, and the progressive
Murray, of the Anderson Intelligencer,
There are many others whose pens exert
an influence beyond their counties.

They take
an active nterest in every movement
that concerns the country, and exerta
good healthy influence, Well may
Spartanburg be proud of her Stanyarne

MOB LAW RAMPANT,

A WHOLESALE LYNCHING IN MISSIS-
5IPP|—A DOZEN MEN SHOT.

Terrible Scenes in n Conrt Honse=KIilled
in th: Presence of the Conrt=The Guilty
to Lo Punished.

NEw  Opnpans, March  17.—A
special to the Picayune from CGrenada.
Miss.. says: News ol a terrible tragedy
enacted at Carrolltown, an interior town
tweuty-tour miles suthwest of Grenada,
‘was recelved here this evening, Filty
men rede into town and repaired to the
courl liouse, where thirteen negroes were
awaiting thelr trinl, The white men
walked mto the court room and shot ten
negroes and mortally wounded the other
three, The shooting grew out of the
attempted assassination of Gaines Lid-
dell, a prommnent citizen, who was shot
and seriously wounded by these negroes
several weeks ago.

WiNoNa, Miss., March 19.—The
dreadful affair which occurred at Carroll-
ton;1n Carroll county, by which thir-
teen negro men were killed and eight or
ten wounded, has thrilled the State like
an_cleciric shock and intense feeling
exists over the deplorable affair. The
circimstances which led to the catas-
troplic and the details ot the ficht In the
court house are in brief as follows: The
tronble bezan some three wecks ago in
a trifling altercation between a young
white man named Moore and a colored
mao named Brown. S. M. Liddell, a
friend of Moore, afterward got into a
difficulty with Brown through reference
to Brown’s treatment ol Moore, in
which Liddell struck Brown with his
fist and was shot in the elbow by Brown
and was fired at by several other color-
ed: men. In the further course of the
difficulty Liddell was shot aszcond time
and two colored men were shot slightly.

Anpother statement of the beginving
ot the oricinal trouble was that a crowd
of negro men were standing on a streel
corper, apparently quarrelling, Liddell,
who is a young lawyer, stepped up to
them and asked what they were talking
abont, One of the negroes answered
agiressively:  “‘It’s none of your
d——d business,” Liddell whipped out
his, rovolver and fired at the negro;
whereupon the others drew their wea
ong and a general fusilade cnsued, in
which Liddell was seriously wounded.

Following this the negroes made affi-
davits against Liddell and others, charg-
ing assault with intent to n.vrder. These
¢gses came up Wedvesday for trial and
were called at noon, when the court
house was immediately filled with ne-
groes, who stationed themselves around
wid about Brown’s brother, The at-

hupdred white men, all of whom were
well armed. Perceivine their entrance,
Ed, Brown drew a pistol and lired in
the direction of Liddell, who was be-
tween his attorneys, and thereupon the
firing beeame general. Ten negroes
were instantly killed, and three others
have since died. Some escaped by jump-
ing through the windows a distance ol
at least twenty feet from the ground.
On most of the dead bodies arms were
found. The room was completely filled
with smoke, The judge’s bench is on
the North side of the room and the
benches facing it are towards the south.
It is a very large court room, with win-
dows all around. On the south wall
were counted 135 shot holes, in the
wall of the passage leading down stairs
ten shot holes. Oue shot struck a
northwest window sash and glanced into
the wall. Five others show on the
north wall from the direction of the
benches. Large poolsof blood were on
the floor of the court room, The mob
let as quickly and as quietly as they
came in, The sheriff and county officers
have control and there is no apprehen-
ston of danger requiring the protection
of military. The law will be rigorously
enforced against the guilty.

Hickey
was standing behind the show-case im-
mediately .opposite Pinion. The two
began conversing, and Hickey opened
the show-case and picked up a pistol
that was lying inside. Without taking
the pistol from the show-case he cocked
it and pulled the trigmer. There was a
loud report and a heavy fall. As soon
as the smoke cleared away the boy saw
Pinion stretched out upon the floor and
blood was flowing from a wound in his
breast, Frantic with excitement Hickey
sprangto the side of the prostrate man.
bezged him to speak. Finion sald oaly
these words: L'l die.”” Help was
summond, and the wounded man was
carried to his home, which 1s about a
square from Dr, Johnson’s store. In
ten minutes after the shooting he was
dead. His wife was crazed with grief
when she learned her husband had been
killed. The shooting, it is claimed, was
purely accidential. Dr. Johnson said
to a reporter that the pistol, which was
a Remington, had been lying in his
show-case unloaded; that last night he
loaded one chamber, and did not men-
tion the fact to his clerk.—Augusta
Chronicle.

The Ex-Confedorate Chleftaln to Lecture
In the First Ex-Confuderate Capltal.

MoNTGOMERY, Ala,, March 20.—
The monument commuitee to-day receiv-
ed from Jefferson Davis, Ex-President
of the Confederacy, a letter officially ac-
cepting the mvitation to lecture in Mont-
gomery on behalf of the monument to be
erected on the Capital grounds here in
memory of the Alabama soldiers who
Mr.Davis will be
here about the last of April. IIis lec-
ture will be delivered in a large ware-
house with seating capacity of 5,000
people. He will also lay the corner-
atone of the monument, which will cost
50,000, of which $10,000, or enough to
complete the pedestal, has already been
raised, and John W. Daniel, of Virginia,
has been invited to deliver an address
on that occasion, All the men. who
bore_a prominent parf; in the civil and

mulitacy service of the Confederate Gov-
erment have heen invited to be presént
to mect Mr. Davis, as also many prom-
ment men North, and Ex-Union geue-
rals not now in actlve service, All of
the Alabama State troops, some thirty

THE WORK OF A MOB OF STRIKERS
!N THE DENISON YARDS.

Trxas, March 22.—A¢ 2
o’clock yesterday moraing the watch-
men ab the round-house were surprised
by She appearance of one hundred and
fifty masked men, whe coinnded them
to keep quict. The atchmen. tenm
number, were taken up avd carried to
the shop office, were o guard was put
over them. They were told to remain
where they were quictly, as the masked
men had come determined to do their
duty, be the consequences what they
might, and that they would not be in-
jured; so the watchmen sat in the office
Of the
mob of one lhundred and [ifty men not
one spoke a word, except the leader,
who, after placing the watchmen under
guard, went to the middle table, where
all could see and hear him. and said:
“Men,- you know your dudy. Do it.”?
At that every man broke in some drec-
tion without the least bit of noise. In
abont, five minutes the speaker returned
to the oftice and addressed the watch-
men, sayingz: “Gentlemen, we are much
oblized to you for your conduct and wish
to return our thanks, you are all at
liberty to go about your business.
Good morning.” The watchmen step-
ped out of the office nul not a man was
in sight or could be heard. They then
made an investization as to what had
been done. The passeuger engine that
was to leave for Fort Worth this morn-
ing at 4 o'clock was loan. with the
steam cock open. The hose was cut,
the fire dumped out, « ad*killed’ entire-
ly., They failed to open the water
ogauge so that the enzmnc had cnough
water to carry her to Whitesboro’, and
while the hands were heating and bring-
ing her to life ngain, new hose was put
in and in about an hour slie steamed up
in the depot and took out the passerger
train that bad been there all night. In
the shops the mou found that the large
stationary engine had Dbeen removed
from its place, the water let out of the
tanks, the hose cut, pins removed, the
engines ‘“‘killed,” so that it will iake
uays to bring them to life again, 'The
damage doze to the machinery was very
oreat, and 1 will take some time to re-
pair it. Every masquerader carried a
larze plece of iron, a brick bat, or some-
thing similar, so as to be preparec for
combat if the watchmen resisted. 'The
watchmen, sceing the size of the mob,
knew it wns uscless to resist, and so
alloawed them to do what they would,
The colenty, and quiet with which the
work was done showed that the men
had been well trained and instructed.
The watchmen have no idea who they
were, and those that wore no masks
were strangers to them. So there is no
way of finding out the cuilty parties.

Two Brothers Murdered.

Rreyonn, VA, March 19.—A spe-
cial from Shlem, Roanoke county, Vire
ginia, says: A horrible double murder
was committed on Dack creek, this
county, Wednesday night. A man
named Grifley, who has a wife living on
Back creek, had just relurned from
Texns, where, it is alleged, he served a
term in the pemitentiary, IIis wile re-
fused to recognize him, and learning
that John and Pickelt Metz, sons of
Willlam Metz, had been vislting his
wife 1n his absenee, Griftey went to
their home, called opne of the young
men out and shot him through the heart.
He then entered the house and ehot the
other young man through the right
breast, The murdered young men
are aged respectively about seventeen
and cighteen years.
